Important 


Chapter 91A, Sec. 34 of the Revised Statutes, 1954: 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to all persons liable to taxation in the munici- 
pality to furnish to the assessors true and perfect lists of their 
polls and all their estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of 
which they were possessed on the first day of April of the same 
year. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he is 
hereby barred of his right to make application to the assessors or 
the county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he furnishes such list with his application and satisfies them that 
he was unable to furnish it at the time appointed. 


Chapter 91A, Sec. 9—Veterans: 


Any veteran of any of the federally recognized wars who has 
reached the age of 62 years on April first must apply to the 
assessors by April first to be eligible for his $3,500 valuation 
exemption of taxes. 


Any male who has reached seventy years before April first 
should notify the assessors and he will not be taxed for a poll.

To Walter J. Savage, a Constable of the Town of Milford in the 
County of Penobscot. 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to 
notify and warn the Inhabitants of the Town of Milford, in said 
County, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at the 
Milford Town Hall, in said town, on Monday the 26th day of 
March, A. D. 1962 at ten o'clock in the forenoon for the following 
purposes, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing 


For the election of such officers, the polls will open im- 
mediately after the election of the Moderator and will be 
closed at the hour of six o'clock in the afternoon of the 
same day. After the close of said polls, the meeting will be 
recessed for one hour until seven oclock of the said 26th 
day of March, at which time said meeting will be resumed 
to act on the remaining articles. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to fix a date on which 
taxes, assessed for the ensuing year, shall become due and payable. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to fix a rate of interest 
to be collected on taxes remaining unpaid after due date, or some 
other specific date. 


Art. 5. To see what percentage, or salary, the Town will vote 
to pay for collecting taxes for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the Contingent Fund. 
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Art. 7. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for salaries of Town Officers and fix their salaries.

Art. 8. To see if the Town will vote to fix the compensation 
of other Town Officers for the ensuing year and for labor on 
public roads and other town labor.

REPORT OF NURSING SERVICE TO THE TOWN OF 
MILFORD FROM MARCH 1, 1961 TO FEBRUARY 28, 1962 


Health, as defined by the United Nations World Health Organi- 
zation, is “a state of complete -physical, mental, and social well 
being and not merely the absence of disease or infirmity.” This is 
the ultimate goal of the public health nurse. A generalized public 
health program, directed toward this goal, has been conducted in 
the Town of Milford during the past year. 


Our function as public health nurses has been to give nursing 
care in many instances, or to teach someone in the family to carry 
out a procedure correctly. These are the two major activities 
within the morbidity or bedside nursing service. Guidance or 
counseling is sometimes all that is required. Preventive medicine 
constitutes the most important part of our teaching in the home. 


However, many people need health teaching and supervision 
even if they are not actually ill. These individuals constitute our 
health supervision category, and advice on subjects such as 
nutrition is quite important to them. 

We give instruction and literature to the expectant mother and 
encourage her to seek competent medical attention. These sta- 
tistics are found in the ante-partum category. After the baby 
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arrives, we give bath and formula demonstrations and answer the 
many questions that may arise concerning the new-born. 


Infants and pre-school children are followed closely with 
emphasis on helping the mother to understand normal growth 
and development. Child health conferences are sponsored every 
year by the Association for the examination and immunization of 


this group. 


Within each school we test hearing with our audiometer and 
assist with immunizations. We try to work with the parent and 
teacher whenever problems arise concerning the school child. 


We also visit children who are attending clinics. These include 
pediatric, orthopedic, cardiac, hard-of-hearing, cystic fibrosis and 
others. Many of these children are referred to the clinic by us. 
We notify these children of their appointments and following the 
clinic discuss with the parents any recommendations made. 


However, we as nurses do not work alone. We need the sup- 
port and assistance of interested individuals, and we thank those 
who have given us support during the past year.

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COMMENTS 
Town of Milford 
March 1, 1961 to February 28, 1962 

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Milford has 
been completed for the fiscal year ended February 28, 1962. The 
audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained by the 
Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal officials. 
The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended de- 
partmental balance lapsed amounted to $4,352.81, per the follow- 


ing summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $5,046.68 
Overdrafts 693.87 
Net Unexpended Balance $4,352.81 


The unappropriated balance of excise tax revenue, supplemental 
taxes and an unexpended balance in the fire protection account 
were the major factors contributing to the amount lapsed to sur- 


plus. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS... The general cash balance of $40,640.52 was on de- — 
posit in the Eastern Trust and Banking Company, Old Town, 
Maine at February 28, 1962. Petty cash of $25.00 was on hand. 


Accounts receivable of $260.00 represented rent due from an 
individual at the year end. 


Taxes receivable amounting to $432.74 were for unpaid current 
year accounts. 


Tax liens and tax acquired property amounted to $2,258.52 and 
$1,130.59 respectively. 
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RESERVES ... The appropriation accounts showed a net un- 
expended balance of $15,882.20, consisting of various operating 
account balances and an overdraft carried forward in accordance 
with legal requirements and/or by authority of the municipal of- 
ficers. 


SURPLUS . . . The unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$25,715.17, an increase of $964.66 for the year. The change was 
occasioned principally by the net unexpended departmental bal- 
ance lapsed, less authorized transfers for various current opera- 
tions. 


TRUST FUNDS .. . Trust fund principals totaled $4,000.00 
and unexpended income amounted to $60.16 at the year end. The 
Cemetery Perpetual Care Funds of $910.16 are on deposit in the 
Eastern Trust and Banking Company, Old Town, Maine and the 
Ministerial and School Fund of $3,150.00 is due from the general 
fund. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS ... The departmental operat- 
ing accounts showed an increase of $5,574.55 in funds raised by 
taxation, as compared with the preceding year. Larger appropria- 
tions for education and protection accounts were the principal 
factors contributing to the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward decreased by 
$3,531.34, as compared with the balances at the start of the year. 
This change occurred principally in the education, highway and 
welfare accounts. 


GENERAL .. . The townspeople authorized the use of the over- 
lay for contingent account expenses; transfers from surplus for 
various departmental operations; and the use of excise tax revenue 
for the specific highway activities. 
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SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of 
cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy 
of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository and/or by direct bank con-- 
firmation. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine 
the correctness or recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expen- 
ditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled 
checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with the copies of receipts 
retained by the collector. Trust fund transactions and investments | 
were examined. Surety bond coverage was reviewed. The town 
clerk’s records were checked as pertained to financial operations 
and oaths of office. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the accom- 
panying statements and supporting information present fairly the 
financial position of the Town at February 28, 1962, and the re- 
sults of its operations for the year then ended.
